reftord the Arragonois to their Ancient Privileges ; 
he hath granted a general Pardon to the Inhabitants 
of that Country, and ordered that all the Natives 
of France fhould depart immediately from thence, 


The Miquelets have taken the Caftle Miravet. The

and they are faid to confi{t of 5000 Foot and 3000
